Through contacts-in General Clark's group and in the CIA, 

Agent Papich has been on the alert for any evidence indicating that 
General Clark wtll contact the Bureau or that he will be making 
inquiries concerning any Bureau operations* So far, all information 
developed has indicated that General Clark is concentrating all of 
his interests in CIA operations and that he does not anticipate any 
contacts with the Bureau* It is realised that before Clark completes 
his survey of CIA, he may encounter some problem which may require consul¬ 
tation or discussion with the Bureau* At this point this is only 3 
speculation* 

Although General Clark's group has given every indication 
that the Bureau will not be involved in the survey being conducted, 
am having the Liaison Section nevertheless follow this matter very 
closely in order that the Bureau wtll be fully and completely pp 
to discuss with General Clark any questions which may*prise* 

In accordance with the, Director's instructions I wilj 
epurse, be prepared to handle any and alh phases of, inquiries directed\ 
to\the Bureau* Material to be used in any necessary' briefing of the X 
Clark<group will, of course, be submitted for the Director's approval jn,

quietly-ease CIA out of existence and transfer the funds and responsibility 
to the Bureau.

General Doolittle stated that his group had completed 
their study but that before submitting his report to the President upon the 
. President's return from Denver# ^ did want to talk to me in view of the 
contact, which this Bureau has wit h CIA._ Jn our discussion I pointed out to 
general Doolittle thdt CIA was# ofcourse, a comparatively new organisation 
and that no doubt some of its weaknesses and. defects were due to the newness 
' of its operations and the problems that always come in administrative matters 
when a new,organisation is set up to operate on such a broad and extensive 
scale., I commented that I thought there was too little coordination between 
' the various units of CIA and too strong a stress upon departmentalisation# 

< with the result that one branch of CXA did not always know what another branch 
, was contemplating doing. I stated 1 likewise felt that CXA# as well as many 
organisations of the. Government# needed stronger and better discipline and 
jthat this. X belieVed#, could be brought about by a vigorous and active inspection 
service of comparatively small sise. I outlined to General Doolittle the 
, inspection program which is utilised by this Bureau and which has been most 
effective. 


1 X also commented upon the weak coverage which.X believed 

CXA had behind the Iron Curtain and also in Mexico which was a problem and of 
vital interest to this Bureau. I stated that frankly espionage agents will arrive 
in this Country and we have no advance word from CXA of their identities# which 
led me to the con clusion that they did not have as adequate coverage abroad as 
they should have. I

Washington Field Office employees contacting these agencies 
keep a continual check on those record requests which have been 
delayed an undue length of time and every effort made to obtain 
them from the agencies as soon as the information is available. 

Such agencies as HCtXA and CSC return their record check 
requests within a week or less. 

It is to be noted that the matter of expediting Bureau name 
checks at OKI, CIA and OBI was previously discussed by Liaison with 
those agencies. In view of the information furnished by Washington 
Field Office in its letter of October 19, 1954* indicating that OBI, 
CIA, CSI and State Department passport records are behind in their 
name searches. It is recommended that a representative of the Liaison 
Section discuss this matter with responsible officials of OBI, CIA, 
031 and the State Department# Iho Joint responsibilities of the 






Bureau and these agencies under the Federal Xhployeo Security 
Program should ho explained to these officials and they should 
bo requested to take the necessary action to afford, tho mm 
checks submitted by the Bureau eaq>editlous attention in older 
that the investigations can be brought to a logical conclusion 
in the earliest possible tine#

I had lunch with Senator "SCOOP” JACKSON today and Iw/O, 
tells me that he ha3 had no contact~wItir~S^h2^or JOHN L, 1 ^ \j**i 
McCLELLAN (D. Arkansas) since the election* He has been advlsi 
apparently through the S e nate Democratic control, that McCIELLAN 
does not desire to take over Chairmanship of the Government 
Operations Committee, to which he is entitled by seniority, 
and noted that JACKSON will probably be the Chairman* He says 
he is not pushing the point at all to even find out, as he
